For those living in the northerly lati­ 
tudes who have a strawberry bed to 
curry through the winter for th*? first 
time a suggestion will he in place as 
to protecting it. 
It is well to wait un 
til tilt* ground is frozen firmly, when 
the bed should he given a covering of 
clenu straw, coarse hay or cornstalks 
and of sufficient depth to shield from 
the rays of the sun and keep the bed 
from alternate thawing aud freezing 
during the winter. 
If one’s locality is 
likely to be \ isltinl by a killing frost 
at blossom time the danger may be re­ 
duced by allowing the covering to re 
main on the tied until u couple of 
weeks after other green things get well 
started. 
If the covering U of straw it 
Is an excellent plan to merely rake it 
from the plants on to the spaces be 
tween the rows, where it will serve as 
au excellent mulch and keep the ber­ 
ries clean.

It was the 23d of September, 1S79. 
I was alone on a wreck in Hie German 
ocean. 
There were neither provisions 
nor means of propelling tile vessel.

I was lying on the (leek only partly 
conscious when I heard or thought I 
heard ii ship's bell. It struck six times, 
and I knew that the hour was 7 
o’clock.

The officer* wore n uni­ 
form which I had seen in pictures of 
a hundred or more years ago. A slen­ 
der man stood on the quarterdeck 
with a glass to his eye. 
Looking in 
the direction it pointed. I saw another 
ship similar in build, also a man-of 
war. 
The British ensign was at her 
peak. 
There were other vessels scat­ 
tered about, but I took no notice of 
them, being profoundly interested in 
these two, evidently about to meet In 
combat. 
Tile American wore ship and backed 
his topsail, bringing his broadside to 
bear on the Englishman. 
I saw a 
man on the latter cry out. evidently 
to hail the other, but heard no sound. 
A second time he hailed 
I saw smoke 
leap from the American's side, and 
still I heard no sound 
I was too weak to stand longer and 
sank back on Hie deck 
On the one 
hand was the moon silently mounting 
the sky, on the other the fierce though 
silent battle. 
Both passed from my 
vision for a time. 
It was now* night, and I could see 
only by moonlight. The American was 
lushed to tile Englishman's forward 
anchor. 
The man I had seen on the 
quarterdeck was firing shots at his 
enemies, who seemed to tx* endeavor 
lug to cut the vessels loose. 
Marines 
were loading the pieces for him. and 
he picked off every man who approach­ 
ed the lashings 
Meanwhile tile Britisher was firing 
her guns right through the American’s 
main deck 
I could see that the Amer­ 
ican's dark hulk had settled in the wa­ 
fer 
Then a light hurst forth between 
deck* 
“She will burn lf she does not 
sink,” I said, “and she will sink if she 
does not buro.” 
And then came the strangest thing 
of all. 
I could see by the firelight men 
on the doomed v * - - h a i li n g water 
that was Kinking the ship to put out 
the fire 
Lashed to a stronger ship, 
hurtling, sinking, broadside* continual­ 
ly pouring through her, she was still 
endeavoring to conquer. 
Was there 
ever pluck like that on sea or land? 
Surely there must Im* some god of war 
on that wrecked vessel to breathe the 
spirit of invincibility Into its uncoil 
quern hie crew 
And liiere was. 
On the deck stood 
tin* slender man, lie who with his own 
hands kept Ills enemy from tile lash­ 
ings. lighted by fire and moon, gesticu­ 
lating. doubtless swearing, directing 
every detail, every man to do tile part 
assigned him. sud inspiring all with 
Ids own marvelous courage. 
File American lutd ceased firing with 
her cannon. 
At any rate. she was so 
wrapped with the other in smoke that 
if she fired I could not tell. 
Sailors 
with muskets were on the foretop, the 
maintop, tile mlzzcntop; marines were 
ou the quarterdeck, the poop deck and 
top of the roundhouse. They were fir­ 
ing muskets aud hum! grenades, but as 
their enemies were all ou Hie lower 
deck they were protected 
Men crawl­ 
ed out on u yardarm of Hie American 
and dropped baud grenades on the 
enemy, one of w hich fell in an open 
hatchway and exploded below with a 
terrific report. Soon after this a sutler 
leaped over the Britisher'* rail, fol­ 
lowed by others, and in a few min­ 
utes the British ensign was hauled 
down. 
This is the last I retnemlier of the 
night.

Not a vessel was 
in sight. 
The sea rolled on smoothly. 
silently, as if it had never been dis­ 
turbed by Hie reverberation of guns.

I found fishing 
tackle and managed to catch a fish iu 
this fashion I lived till I was picked 
ap by un American cruiser.

The dairy cow* to t*» placed on the 
market through nuch channel* are al­ 
most certain to be of very ordinary 
grade, since a cow whose value as a 
milk producer is known la not offered 
for sale at the market price. The only 
Bur** mean* by which the average qual 
tty of dairy herds In tho hand* of prac­ 
tical dairymen eau be materially im 
proved I* by the raising of their own 
cow* by using pure bred dairy sire* 
and saving the heifers from the best 
COW’*.
